vvaj, the St. Lo uis Star say s. The drivers’ 
license law seems to be making co nsider­ 
able headway , and the slo gan “ a safe 
di iv er behind ev’ery wheel” is enco unter­ 
ing a Ie.ssening o ppo sitio n, while co mpul­ 
so ry insurance is meeting with an increas­ 
ing o ppo sitio n. 
Ohio is the latest state to take up the 
pro blem. 
The A. A. A. clubs in that 
state are urging the pa.ssage o f “ a real 
driv'ers license law, co upled with insur­ 
ance o f the kind in effect in Co nnecticut, 
which impo ses 
a co mpulso ry 
premium 
pay ment o nly 
o n 
drivers 
co nvicted o f 
reckles.sness in a civil o r criminal co urt.” 
That is a sensible co urse, and o ne that 
sho uld appeal to the co mmo n sense o f 
all rno to rists. 
The wo rds “ recklessness” 
and “ victim” are o f almo st every day o c­ 
currence in all the co ngested centers. 
If each driver were co mpelled to pass an 
ex aminatio n co nducted by skilled engi­ 
neers such a drivei' vv'oulcL at lea.st hav'e 
so me co nceptio n o f his respo nsibilities 
o n the highway . 
License vv'ill no t beco me 
a cure-all fo r accidents— fo r in the final 
analy sis educatio n alo ne can sto p speed­ 
ing and reckless and drunken driving_ _ 
but it will go a lo ng way to ward this end. 
No r will insurance, co mpulso ry o r o ther­ 
wise, prevent accidents. 
Nevertheless a 
law co mpelling tho se co nvicted o f reck­ 
lessness to pay fo r their selfishness, their 
inattentio n, their lack o f kno wledge, will 
help materially in reducing the number 
o f accidents.
